came  to  visit  our  camp,  he  talked  to  him  about  this.  After  he  was  go  ^ 
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o'.ir  Japanese  commandant  was  so  furious  that  he  struck  both  of  us  with 
hj.s  open  hand.  The  discontentment  about  the  shortness  of  food 
increased  drily  in  the  camp.  The  women  threatened  to  break  out  of  the 
camp  to  fetch  it  themselves.  We  proposed  a  hunger  demonstration, 
whereupon  the  thinnest  women  accompanied  by  their  division— leaders 
went  to  the  Japanese  guard.  There  we  showed  them  to  the  Japanese 
commandant  and  said  to  him,  that  he  could  now  see  for  himself  the  results 
of  his  hunger-system.  We  then  demanded  in  the  name  of  the  whole  came 
for  the  supply  of  the  official  rations.  The  commandant  promised  us  that 
he  would  go  to  Medan  and  see  what  he  could  do  for  us.  When,  however, 
there  came  no  improvem  nt  we  asked  for  permission  to  obtain  food  from 
people  outside,  by  means  of  barter,  but  this  wan  refused  bluntly  by 
the  commandant.  This  went  on  until  middle  of  November  and  the  discon¬ 
tentment  increased  more  and  more. 

In  order  to  put  off  demonstrations  which  ns  we  knew,  could  not  bo 
held  in  check  much  longer,  nude  a  proposal  to  the  inmates  of  tho 
camp,  to  w;  it  until  November  25,  19^4,  before  breakin  out.  Wo  nooed 
vainly  that  on  this  date  improvement  should  have  come.  The  camp 
accorded  with  this  and  then  we  wi  nt  again  to  the  commandant.  We 
informed  him  that  wo  could  not  prevent  tho  inmates  from  breaking  out 
if  no  improvement  came  on  tho  next  supply  of  rations,  which  was  due  on 
November  20.  We  drew  his  attention  to  this:  that  he  wou].ti  certainly 
come  into  "Soesnh"  (trouble)  with  Medan,  whereupon  ho  replied  that  wo 
were  "Eapala  Loesork"  (bad  heads)  but  when  we  asked  that  he  should  name 
other  managers,  he  said  that  this  was  not  allowed  by  Medan.  At  last  ho 
promised  me  that  our  request  for  more  food  would  be  answered  on 
November  20.  The  rations  arrived  but  the  the  same  as 

before.  Again,  we  went  to  he  command; .rt  and /visited  him  daily  with 
our  complaints.  Each  time  ho  gave  us  rromis1  s  for  next  day,  each  time 
without  any  result  and  so  came  November  25. 

Then  we  agreed  that  from  each  block-division  some  women  in  total 
40  persons  leave  the  camp  on  Sunday~af torr.oon  'November  26.  However, 
^eople  did  not  abide  by  the  agreement  and  thus  tho  next  day  about 
3  o'clock  386  women  left  out  of  camp.  To  bo  ahead  of  events  we  went 
to  the  Japanese  commandant  and  v/e  saw  him  looking  at  the  departure. 

He  asked  what  this  meant,  insulted  uo  again  as  '*¥,ap»la  Boesoek"  and 
ordered  us  to  fetch  tho  women  back  at  onde.  If  they  would  return  at 
once  he  would  not  make  a  "pakara'1  (case).  So  ws  went  out  of  the  camp 
but  each  timo  we  asked  some  women  to  go  back  wc  got  the  answer  that  they 
would  not  do  this  before  they  settled  their  business.  The  Japanese  and 
Heiho' s  who  ha.d  gone  outside  too,  got  no  results.  Later  it  appeaiod 
that  someone  had  telephoned  tho  M.P.  at  Kalan  Djahe.-from  the  Japanese 
hospital  situated  across  the  road  and  frem  where  the  breaking  out  had

One  of  the  Japanese 
got  bo  furious,  I  cannot  romc.nber  who  it  vms,  that  he  struck  1  ith  the 
iron  of  a  golf-club,  on  the  hoad  so  t’-nt  a  little  wov.T<l  occur  red  that 
bled  slightly.  Atver  about  a  cum tor  of  an  hour*  tho  women  wore 
dismissed  but  they  protested  when  they  saw  that  lira.  EIKS1JS  and  I 
had  to  remain. 

Again  we  ’-'ere  asked  for  the  reason  of  tho  breaking  out  and  cur  part 
in  this,  whereupon  we  naturally  answered  as  before.  Meanwhile,  the 
second  suspect  struck  me  with  1  is  open  hand  about  ton  times  in  the  faco 
and  stunned  v.e  on  the  back  which  was  very  painful .  Then  we  got  tho 
order  to  write  ao’-’n  all  urnes  of  the  guilty  women  and  to  send  him  this 
list  next  day.

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I  rotorted  sharply  that  the  Japanese  were  guilty  themselves,  whic.c 
outraged  first  su-pcct  so  nuch  that  he  struck  no  about  six  tines  with 
the  wo odon  certain— rod  so  hard  on  ny  back,  shoulders  and  neck  that  tnc 
stick  broke.  Meanwhile,  the  hearing  of  the  block-leaders  was  finished 
and  about  six  o'clock  wc  wero  sent  away  with  many  insults.  I  had  to  be 
supported  been" sc  I  could  not  walk  without  help.  My  body  achod  every¬ 
where,  but  the  stroke  on  ry  back  of  ny  neck  had  boon  the  most  painful. 

Under  ordinary  circunstnncos  I  should  have  boon  unable  to  do  v.y  daily 
work  for  some  days. 

In  the  evening  the  Japanoso  called  me  again,  but  I  sent  the  ness  age 
that  I  was  unable  to  walk  and  could  not  cone.  Early  next  morning,  28 
November,  1944,  Mrs.  Eilccns  and  I  were  again  ordered  to  cone  to  tho 
Japanese  office  torethcr  with  the  ladies!  J.  Vijzelnan,  D.tt»n 
Bloomondaal,  Netty  Hoots,  Medy  Clnser,  Hetty  van  do  L  oo  and  J. 

Scharcnguivcl.  When  we-  woro  all  orcsont  Mrs.  EikonB  an l  I  wore  driven 
by  car  and  tho  others  by  bus  to  the  Penitentiary  at  Kabnn  DJahe,  When  wo 
nrrivod  there  our  coats  and  hairpins  if  we  had  any  wore  taken  away, 
whereafter  we  were  locked  up.  Mrs.  E ikons  and  I  each  in  a  very  o..iall 
cell  and  tho  o thorn  together  in  a  largo  ono. 

My  c  11  and,  as  I  was  told  later,  Mrs.  Eikons'  also,  was  without 
light  or  ventilation;  tho  floor  was  ncist  with  urine,  which  former 
occupants  had  left  and  tho  walls  were  snearod  with  faeces.  Afterwards  I 
hoard  that  those  colls  were  dostinod  for  lunatics  on  transit.  There  was 
no  bod  and  we  had  no  sanitary  toilet.  Next  morning  November  29,  1944  I 
was  taken  by  tho  jailor  (toekang  koentji)  from  ny  c  11  and  taken  to  a 
room  in  tho  outer  building  at  the  back  of  the  prison.  First  and 
second  suspocts  were  present.  I  saw  lying  on  the  tabic  all  kinds  of 
cudgols,  bolts  and  whips  and  on  the  floor  was  a  coal-fire  with  irons. 

Seeing  these  objects  I  understood  this  to  be  the  torture— chamber.  Very 
little  light  cane  through  tho  window. 

Again  first  suspect  askod  me  the  sane  questions  as  beforo. 

Indicating  tho  weapons  he  threatened  me  to  torture  if  I  kept  refusing  to 
plead  guilty.  Finally,  when  he  found,  that  even  his  sweet  words  failed 
to  bring  results  ho  made  mo  stand  on  a  chair,  after  he  had  tied  ny 
wrists  tightly  together  behind  my  bock.  He  tied  a  rope  which  ran  ovor  a 
pulley,  rig  t  ovor  my  head  to  tho  cord  round  my  wrists  and  pulled  at  the 
other  end  until  I  could  hardly  roach  the  seat  of  tho  chair  with  the  points 
of  my  toos.  Each  tine  he  saw  that  I  lowered  somewhat  in  the  Joints  of  ny 
shoulders  so  that  I  could  get  a  little  more  support  for  the  soot  of  the 
chair  with  the  points  of  my  toes  he  drew  the  rope  a  littlo  higher.  Meanwhile, 
ho  stood  boforo  me  and  askod  if  I  would  plead  guilty.  Each  tine  when  I 
replied!  "Nippon  salah"  (tho  Japanese  are  wrong) ,  ho  boat  me  with  a 

rubber  stick  very  hard  on  ny  back  which  ho  did  more  than  ten  times.  / 
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-ifter  about  ten  minutes  I  shoutod  to  him  "Officior  blanda  tida  tahoe  ini 
matjem"  ( white  officers  do  not  "behave  like  this),  he  suddenly  lot  nc  go 
ar-<i  tho  jerk  caused  me  untoa.  able  pain.  Directly  after  this  ny 
nose  ‘clod  profusely.  Two  Indonesian  po.  icor.cn  wore  called  and  those 
men  supported  no  "back  to  ny  c«.ll,  gi,'iu  evi  .once  of  their  pity  and 
disapproval.  When  I  came  to  the  cell,  th.  jailor  opened  tho  door  and 
this  "brute  push  d  .e  so  hard,  In  ny  back  that  I  fell  forwards  on  the 
dirty  floor.  I  could  not  get  up  and  lav  there  for  a  long  tine,  totally 
numbed. 

At  about  9  o'clock  I  was  again  token  by  the  jailer  to  the  torturo- 
chanbor.  Again  I  was  snsuendod,  standing  on  tho  chair  and  again  first 
suspect  put  tl  .■  euoBliono  1  had  asked  me  innumerable  times  before. 

Ho  did  r.ot  boat  :ic  and  after  sono  time,  somewhat  shorter  than  in  tho 
naming,  he  lot  ge  the  rope.,  meanwhile,  the  head  of  the  M.P.  had  entered. 

He  stood  before  nc  and  in  a  fierce  ^oice  asked  if  I  had  anything  to  say 
about  the  Japanese  officers.  I  replied  that  I  hod  not  referred  to  them, 
but  to  ITothor lands  fficers,  whereupon  ho  slapped  r.y  face  anti  ordorod  ne 
to  follow  him  to  his  office. 

On  arriving  there  e  ordorod  a  typewritor  tn  bo  brought  and  ordered 
ne  to  type  out  th  names  of  the  vomer,  who  had  been  out  of  camp  some  days 
bef  re.  I  told  him  that  I  was  unablo  to  do  this  because  of  tho  awful 
BwcllingB  or.  my  l  ands  and  the  unendurable  pain  in  my  arms  and  body. 

Then  l.e  told  me  to  dictate  the  names  to  ar.  Indonesian  guard  who  was  also 
prosent.  As  wi  ll  a.s  I  could  remember  I  dictated  all  the  names  of  the 
women  who  lived  in  tho  cane  with  which  I  was  occupied  until  3  o'clock 
in  the  night,  then  I  was  taken  back  to  the  coll.  For  tho  first  time 
sinco  ora:  arrival  wo  got  some  food.  Concerning  nc  thi3  consisted  of 
precisely  counted  72  grains  of  maize.  This  I  cried  out  to  hue.  E ike  no , 
who  informed  me  in  the  sane  way  that  sho  had  countod  78  grains.  We  got  no 
water.  Early  next  morning,  ITrvonbor  30,  1944,  I  was  taken  out  of  ny 
coll  to  tho  office  of  tho  bond  cf  the  M.P,  By  use  rf  second  suspect,  V'ho 
acted  as  f-.n  intorpvotor ,  first  suspect  interrogated  me  about  the  eamo 
points  as  before,  in  tire  presence  of  the  head  of  the  M.P.  and  a  cortain 
TAKASE.  They  di  1  not  maltreat  me.  Aftor  some  tine  I  was  told  that  thoy 
could  have  ne  shot  ns  this  was  tho  punishment  for  escape  according  to 
international  agreement .  Thereupon,  I  was  brought  back  to  tho  cell  and 
I  saw  Mrs,  Bikers  being  taken  away.  Sire  also  told  me  afterwards  that 
she  had  boon  condonr.ud  to  "loath. 

About  an  hour  lator  vc  were  put  on  a  bus  together  with  the  other 
ladioe  and  taken  bade  to  the  carp.  Cn  arrival  there  wo  had  to  wait, 
standing  before  the  guardroom  of  the  heiho's.  Mrs.  Eikens  and  myself  could 
not  keep  upright,  broken  as  we  were,  and  at  last  we  were  allowed  to  sit 
down  on  the  grounds.  About  one  hour  lator  Mrs,  Eikens  and  myself,  nlso^

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Mrs.  ten  Bloemondaal  and  I  were  transported  to  a.  bungalow  of  the 
i*nglo-Dutch,  11  the  Bnnfceng  .  The  other  prisoners  were  taken  back  to 
the  camp.  We  wen  tnk'  n  to  a  1  tc--:  room  where  we  expected  to  be  shot. 
We  were  placed  wirh  om  faces  tr  the  wall -  Mrs.  ten  31oenendaal  between 
Mrs.  Eikeno  and  .v.o  avi  with,  our  ands  crossed  behind  our  backs.  I 
remarked  to  my  companions  that  11 1  do  not  like  it",  to  which  Mrs.  ten 
Bloemcndr.al  replied  that  she  wondered  why  we  were  not  crying.  Then  we 
hoard  that  tl  roc  Japanese  entered  and  standing  behind  tie  opened  the 
locks  of  th>  ir  rifles.  A  fourth  Japanese  entered  and  roared  at  the 
soldiers  ir.  a  theatrical  way  a  command  to  fire  so  we  thought.  Waiting 
for  the  end  and  uoth\nt  happoned,  Mrs*  ten  Bloenendnnl  could  not 
withhold  hor  c-  ri,.  ity  ;.nd  locked  seen :tly  back.  "They  cannot  fire, 
because  the  dui  tc  .ps  are  stl  i  on  tV  bar  r<.li" ,  she  ’  hippered. 

Th  fourth  J apano.K.  gav  :  another  command,  a  soldior  struck  us  once, 
we  wore  ordered  to  urn  and  token  to  a  room  where  v/r.  saw  the  block- 
leaders.  Toon  the  three  of  ns  were  taken  back  to  camp,  from  whore 
wo  were  daily  taker,  to  die  Jonteng"  to  bo  heard  on  the  declarations 
of  the  oj ock-1  ad  rn  who  w.  re  kept  there  far  S'  voral  more  days. 

During  one  month  I  kept  the  black  bruises  on  my  neck,  arms,  back 
and  thighs.  During  ten  days  I  could  not  nnvi  my  Jims,  nor  use  my 
hands.  Other  pcopl-  had  to  wash  me.  It  w-.s  quite  impossible  to  do  my 
work  as  I  was  exhausted.  Wl.cn  Mrs.  Elk-  v *  told  her  story,  it 
appeared  that  because  of  the  same  rtubbornnoa j  s.i>  nod  met  with  the 
same  treatment.  She  had  al  o  black  bruises  which  she  showed  me. 

During  three  weeks  she  could  not  do  anything  as  a  roeult  of  the  ill- 
treatment.
